SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Carandiru is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified in 35mm film format 
(OFLC No. 302071). This publication was classified as "Objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 
years", with the descriptive note "Contains violence and sexual references". The 
decision was registered on 26 January 2004. The feature contained on the DVD is 
identical in content to that previously examined and has a running time of 139 min 28 
sec. The 35mm version has a running time of 146 min 34 sec. The difference in 
running time is due to the different formats in which the feature is presented. 

The DVD version of Carandiru contains additional material. This comprises four 
notices, seven deleted scenes, "Carandiru: A Film By Hector Babenco" that provides 
background information about the making of the feature, a director's commentary to 
the feature, and a component entitled "Historical Footage". This contains two 
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components, one of which shows life at Carandiru Penitentiary in 1928 and the other, 
the demolition of Carandiru. 

There is nothing in the additional material on the DVD that requires an alteration the 
classification previously given to the feature, or to the descriptive note.
